rious, which don't make men better here. If 
the graces of Christianity don't produce any 
good fruits in this world, we are sure they 
will never sprout and grow in the next. They 
must take root, and bud, and blossom, and 
bring forth the fruits of virtue in this life, or 
they will be as worthless as tlie barren fig tree 
which the Savior cursed. 


A religion which will make men honest, is 


very much needed in this city, and for one, 
we are willing to help get up such a revival.
